mine i«» giving out over 400 tons ore 
daily, and ought soon to go again on 
the dividend-paying roll. 


The daily yield of the Consolidated 


Virginia mine ia again up to the 
standard before the fire of October 
26th, and is now GoO tons, equal to » 
bullion product of $1,800,000 per 
mouth. 


The armua*£keeling of the stock- 


holders of California Mining Com- 
pany will be held in San Francisco 
January 19th. 1876. 


The Belcher mine is still yielding 


450 tons good average grade ore 
daily, and the December receipts 
will probably bo larger thau those 
for November. A dividend ia expect- 
ad nest month. 


There has been little ore raised 


from the California inino lately for 
want of dumping ground. The new 
60-stnmp mill will soon be ready, and 
this mine will contribute materially 
to the bullion supply for 1870. 


Latest bullion shipments embrace 


$15,600 from tho Leopard miue on 
tho 23d and 24th, $10,700 from the 
Northern Belle mine on the 20th, the 
product for the week being 823,800, 
•and $03,000 from the Consolidated 
Virginia mine, making n total of 
4217,700 since tbe last dividend. 
The men employed on the 1,400 foot 
level of this mine, numbering over 
60. have been discharged, as there is 
more ore coming from the 1,500-foot- 
level than can be crushed with the 
present mill capacity. 


It ia staled upon the beat of au- 


thority that the Crown Point, and 
Belcher Companies have entered into 
an agreement to expend §1275,000 in 
the erection of joint new pumping 
machinery. 
The erection of this new 


pump has been in contemplation 
some time.

would be to the Democracy of that 
State, that if such an election is one 
of the intentions of the future it 
would be well not to publish it much 
until the Legislature to do the work 
is elected—no, not even with ihe 
railroad company to assist; for there 
are many unreasonable persons in 
California who still retail certain 
prejudices agninst such gentlemen as 
the Dnke, and there is no me of in- 
voking unnecessary opposition 
to 


pet schemes.

he top, with coping stones rive feet 
in width.

The entire wall 
surrounding the inclosure has been 
laid up to water-mark, a distance of 
five feet, with a blueish looking 
stone brought from 
vicinity of Peavias.
